What Is a Weed? 


The simplest definition of a weed Is 


"a plant out of place," and the inhu- 
man scientist may be satisfied with 
that disposition of the lovely mountain 
laurel or (lie aristocratic rhododen- 
dron, where great specimens of either 
stand in the way of a road or a build- 
ing. T think I may construct my own 
definition of a weed us, in the first 
place, a plant of persistent and spread- 
Ing-, growth 
that 
is not 
sufficiently 


beautiful in foliage or flower to com- 
mend it for its own sake, or as a plant 
attractive in itself thnt tends to pos- 
sess the land of the exclusion of all 
else. 
Thus the ox-dyed daisy is a 


weed, even though it is beautiful, be-

In the mos- 
quito there Is also a median structure, 
like a double-edged sword, the pro- 
longation of the lower lip.

traversed by the duct from which 
flows the so-called saliva of the in- 
sect. This snliva carries with it the 
microscopic unicellular animals which 
cause malaria. A-writer on the dan- 
ger of the mosquito has said thnt, 
"down thisxntinute, microscopic,duct 
has flowed the fluid which has altered 
the fate of continents nnd played a 
conspicuous part in destroying civiliza- 
tions of Greece and Rome," and that 
malaria is "a disease which has prob- 
ably played a bigger part in the his- 
tory of the world than that conveyed 
by a»y other Ijisect."

Business is very slack in san- 
itary and surgical goods, because the 
essential, fine crude rubber enu only 
be had for 
military purposes,

The enormous consumption of solid 


and pneumotic tires by the German 
nrmy has given the manufacturers all 
they can handle. Business decreased 
appreciably,

towards 
the 


close of the 191S. 
The cycle tire in- 


dustry has not been favored by war 
conditions. Only reclaimed rubber has 
been available for making casings and 
only very limited quantities of crude 
rubber have been allowed for inner 
tubes. The restrictions on the use of1 
cotton fabrics has practica.'ly stopped 
the making of cycle tires for other 
than military 
purposes. — Popular
